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State Flower of Utah 


It's been a good year for the lilies. Sego Lilies 
were once quite common on the foothills of the 
Wasatch, but now most of that area is covered 
by subdivisions, so now few people ever see a 
real live specimen of our state flower. This 
last month I found them in two different 
locations. They were in the foothills east 

of Stockton, when we drove up the perilous 
rocky road to Jacob City a few weeks ago, 
and then just last weekend, they were in full 
splendor on the mountaintops above 
Kemmerer, Wyoming. I think the wet spring 
has coaxed more of them into bloom. 


The plant grows from a bulb. The leaves are | 
small and narrow, and look like grass, then in 
late spring a single flower might (or might not) 
grow up from each bulb. They will be 4 to 

12 inches tall, with 3 main petals, and 3 smaller 
petals. The whole flower is about one to two 
inches in diameter, white, with black or purple 
splotches near the base of each petal. A seed- 
pod soon replaces the flower, and then the whole 
plant dries up in the summer heat. 





So why did this rather inconspicuous fickle flower receive the honor of being the 
"State Flower of Utah"? | 


Here's the secret. — The bulb is delicious. The Native Americans, and then the hungry 
pioneers, depended on the Sego Lily for a good part of their diets. It was roasted or boiled, or 
cooked into flat cakes and dried. 


A CAUTION to those with advenitiiroiis palettes. The bulb of the poisonoiis death camias is 
very similar to the Sego Lily. Don't get them mixed up!!!
